William Irvine writing in the Peo-/| 
ple’s Weekly has the following to say | 
about poverty: 

“Poverty and want used to be re- 
garded as a virtue. When poverty | 
was inevitable to many because of 
searcity it was well to have a philo- 
sophy which attributed virtue to such! 
inevitability and promised future 
compensating rewards. But poverty 
today is criminal and utterly irra- 
tional. It is the curse of the world. 
There is no virtue in it although it 
may be possible to find some virtue 
in spite of it. 

“Mr. G. B. Shaw in answering the 
question, “What does ‘let him be 
poor’ mean?” said many years ago 
that “it means, let him be weak. 
Let him be ignorant. Let him be- 
come a nucleus of disease. Let him 
be a standing exhibition of ugliness 
and dirt. Let him have rickety chil- 
dren. Let him be cheap and drag 
his fellows down to his own price 
by selling himself to do their work. | 
Let his habitations turn our cities 
into poisonous congeries of slums. 
Let his daughters infect our young 
men and let his sons revenge him by 
turning the nation’s manhood into 
cowardice, cruelty, hypocrisy and 
political imbecility, and all the other 
fruits of oppression and malnutri- 
tion. 

“Burns echoed the current opinion | 
of his time when he sang “We dare | 
be poor for a‘ that.” Today we dare | 
not be poor for a’ that or for any- 
thing else. Poverty is a social crime 
in this age of plenty. It is the 
greatest of all enemies of mankind. | 
It stunts and destroys the body, it 
distorts the mind, thwarts the ima- 
gination and cramps the soul. The | 
“abundant life” is unknown to those | 
whose lot is poverty. 

We cannot sing the praises of pov- 
erty. We cannot describe to a philo- 
sophy which would excuse it in the | 
hope of future rewards. Poverty is | 
a great social wrong. Through pov- | 
erty, men who might have  been/ 
great have been small, those who 
might have been healthy have been | 


sickly; those who might have been jaway,

A TALK WITH A FORMER 
AUSTRALIAN 


On Friday it was my pleasure to 
meet and chat with the first Austra- 
lian I ever knowingly met in the 
Peace River in the person of P. G. B. 
Bodeker, now living in the Valley- 
view country. 

I had known Mr. Bodeker when he 
was in charge of the Hudson Bay 
store at Sturgeon Lake several years 
ago.

Tired of a business life, Mr. Bode- 
ker retired to a farm in the Valley- 
view country in 1930, and is a real 
booster for his area. 

In discussing the development of 
the Valleyview area, he said: “I think 
Valleyview has made remarkable 
progress and I am perfectly satisfied 


jto spend the remainder of my life 


there, providing that the economic 
set-up will permit me.” 

Mr. Bodeker had something very 
complimentary to say about the 
Scandinavian settlers who form be- 
tween 80 and 90 per cent of the popu- 
lation of the Valleyview district. 

“They are assuming 100 per cent 
responsibility of citizenship and are 
real Canadians,” he remarked. 

During the conversation the ques- 
tion of immigration came up. Mr. 
Bodeker observed that he would like 
to see immigration to Canada 
handled in the same way as it is in 
Australia—“Canada for the British.”

WILL MUSSOLINI “RAT” 
WHEN IT COMES TO 
A SHOWDOWN 


In analizing the character and re- 
cord of the Italian Dictator, “Caval- 
cade” in its issue of September 10th, 
asks, “Will Mussolini ‘Rat’ when it 
comes to a showdown.” 

The article goes on to say: 


“To the story of Europe’s return to 
medievalism Benito Mussolini added 
another chapter last week when he 
sanctioned anti-Jew laws based on 
the Nuremberg model. 

“Flagrantly defying the Pope, ig- 


noring world opinion, two-timer 
Mussolini ran true to form as Euro- 
pean politics’ arch-double-crosser. 


Since the day when he was a 
eating Socialist agitator his whole 
career is a pageant of duplicity and 
Machiavellian intrigue. The repu- 
diation of his quondam friends, the 
demoting of those who served him, 
have earned him a reputation as the 
‘dictator who cannot be trusted.’ 

“Whitehall has never been unduly 
alarmed by the Rome-Berlin axis, 
because the oft-expressed opinion of 
British statesmen is that “Mussolini 
will rat” when it comes to a show- 
down. 

“It was Mussolini who pledged 
protection of Austria’s independence 
with characteristic rhetoric; forgot 
all about it when Germany marched 
in. It was Mussolini who made a 
pact with the Pope; broke it by per- 
sistently persecuting members of the 
Catholic Action. It was Mussolini 
who fervently denied sending troops 


to Spain; subsequently boasted of the ' 


Italians who had died helping Franco. 
It was Mussolini who pledged his 
word to respect Abyssinia’s sover- 
eignty; later manufactured an excuse 
for invading and annexing the coun- 
try. It was Mussolini who ridiculed 
Hitler ir, May, 1933; declared there 
was no “relation between me end my 
imitators in other lands,” welcomed 
der Fuhrer in 1938 as a “brother- 
Aryan linked by a common ideal.” 

And now, in imitating Hitler’s ra- 
cial doctrine, Mussolini has incurred 
the contempt of the non-Nazi world. 

His action is a typical Mussolini 
volte-face. 
lian Chamber of Deputies, Mussolini 
declared: 

“Fascism means unity; anti-Semi- 
tism or anti-Semitic Fascism con- 
tains, therefore, a gross absurdity. 

“We in Italy find it utterly ridicu- 
lous when we hear how the anti- 
Semites in Germany seek to flourish 
in the midst of Fascism. 

“We oss with all our energy 
against Fascism’s being compromised 
in this way. Anti-Semitism is a 
product of barbarism.” 

Subsequently he _ reaffirmed his 
abhorrence of rcligious and racial 
persecution, and as late as 1937 he 
sent a message to Jews in Tripoli, 
who had been maltreated, saying: 
“You can count on my protection.”

PUTS IT UP TO THE EDITOR 
Editor of The Tribune: 

Sir, a short time ago I met a young 
hard-working straight living farmer 
in the Town of Grande Prairie. He 
tells me he has been selling a little 
cream, and now he says they have 
dropped the price, three cents a 
pound butter fat. 

“Hogs,” he says, “have dropped in 
price considerably also,” and he adds 
“you know the price of in.” 

Then he says, “why do they do it?” 

I says, “do what?” 

“Do their best to break us farm- 
ers.” I could not answer that ques- 
tion. Can you Mr. Editor? 

A week or so later I enquired the 
price of creamery butter. It was 
still 30 cents a pound. I also found 
oatmeal selling at $1.10 for 20 pounds 
while 2C.W. oats had been down to 
15 cents a bushel for some time, and 
are now down to 12 cents. 

I did, however, tell this farmer, if 
the farmers were one hundred per 
cent, or nearly so, organized, they 
could not be handled so easily, and 
as to the oatmeal, we might do as 
Mr. Albright once said in his “Timely 


Hints,” grind our own wheat for 
breakfast. 
Here is hoping you will answer 


that question, Mr. Editor.

Editor’s Answer 

Mr. Gudlaugson puts it straight up 
to The Tribune Editor to answer the 
question stated above. 

It is a rather large order, but here 
goes. 

To begin with, the prices charged 
the farmer, and everyone else are 
placed on a cost plus basis, which, if 
it allows for a fair profit, is the only 
sane and satisfactory way to do busi- 
ness. If business is dome on any 
other basis, then the business man 
or the manufacturer goes broke. 

The merchant, the printer, the 
farmer, etc., buys in a regulated and 
controlled production. No matter 
how hard the times are they pay a 
regulated price. 

To illustrate, during the worst 
years of the depression: A farmer 
had just returned from one of the 
machine warehouse in town, with a 
plow share under his arm, and he 
of course was crying down the ex- 
horbitant price he had to pay for 
same, so the linotype operator show- 
ed the farmer a liner, used for the 
different measures in the mold of the 
machine, the part being about an 
inch square, and of course he asked 
the farmer what he thought we paid 
for same, he said he did not have the 
slightest idea, so on being told that 
it cost $2.50, he went away with his 
plowshare, feeling that he got a real 
bargain, and was glad that he was 
not in the printing business. 

Another instance, The Tribune had 
to lower its prices fifty per cent in 
order to keep them within the pur- 
chasing power of its patrons, and 
they are still down below where they 
should be. During all this time the 
|cost of material has not been lower- 
ed and in some cases it has gone up. 
| I merely use these illustrations to 
ishow that the business man is in the 
|same boat as the farmer, when it 
jcomes to purchasing goods. We all 
|buy in a regulated market, operating 
'under the same economic system. 

In western Canada the basic Indus- 
try is agriculture. The farmer is the 
man who yearly replenishes the flow 
of money. If he has a good year 
then everyone shares in the benefit. 
If he has a poor year, then the re- 
verse is true. 

Until such time (and I think this 
is the opinion which Mr. Gudlaugson 
desires) as the farm industry is put 
on the same plane as other industries, 
viz., cost plus, so long will it con- 
tinue to occupy the lower bracket 
among the industries of the country 
Some means must be found of fixing 
the prices of farm commodities to 
place them on a general level with 
other commodities. 

But Mr. Gudlaugson will no doubt 
say, “we know that, but you have 
not given the solution, or answered 
the question.” 

When striving for a solution of any 
great problem we naturally look 
around to see if some other nation 
has solved the problem. 

There are four nations in the world 
who have ‘tackled the farm problem 
and are making a mighty good job of 
it. They are New Zealand, Den- 
mark, Sweden and Norway. These 
countries are showing the way to the 
world, and have placed agriculture

courage. 

Then those clouds in the west: 
but tor the absence of the shafts of 
j}glory they too might have relayed 
tne messages of life and hope and 
good-will. ° 

So when we meet clouds of 
trouble, difficulty and even despair, 
along our ruggea road, we may hold 
them up to the source of ail life, 
our Maker; and while yet consider- 
ing, His magic touch clothes them, 
which had been formidable, with 
faith and hope, resplendent with 
promise. 

Except for the clouds of difficulty 
such pictures cannot be painted; ex- 
cept for their bulk the power and 
skill of the artist camnot be re- 
vealed. 

No consolation can serve one who 
has not had trouble; nor can the 
transcendent joy of victory be his.

/foreclosures on farms, and in case of 
towns apd cities, we have provided 
that mortgage companies pay $2,000 
before they can take action. “No 
matter what the courts say, we are 
going to protect the sanctity of the 
home.” 

The minister then added, that the 
,government passed legislation to pre- 
vent the mortgage companies from 
charging their costs of collection. The 
Debt Adjustment Board has been in- 
structed that debts must be adjusted 
before it considers claims. Mortgage 
companies must be prepared to ad- 
| just debts up to 1940, and if not, they 
will not be allowed to collect a dollar. 

The mortgage companies wanted 
the interest set at six per cent, the 
same as that in Saskatchewan. The 
government would not agree to this 
and the proposition was _ shelved. 
People cannot pay six per cent and 
ever hope to get out of debt. 

The minister then referred to the 
interest paid by the Federal govern- 
ment since confederation. Since then 
he said, the interest paid is equal to 
the present national debt. 
for interest there would be a surplus 
of millions.

GEOFFREY WADDINGTON—A 

COOK, GARDENER, VIOLINIST 

AND CHAMPION SPRINTER 

WINNIPEG, Sept. 23.—It is not 
uncommon for orchestra leaders to be 
able to tell, even in a big orchestra, 
when any single instrument has 
missed a note or played out of tune, 
but Geoffrey Waddington, the well 
known Toronto musician and con- 
ductor who arrived in Winnipeg re- 
cently to take up permanent resid- 
ence here, goes one step further. 

With twelve years of almost con- 
tinuous radio work behind him, Mr. 
Waddington can tell, not only when 
the most obscure flute or horn has 
missed or bungled a note, but also 
when any note played by his musi- 
cians is not going out on ‘the air, or 
is receiving improper transmission. 
He calls this uncanny gift “the mi- 
crophone ear.” 

“The only other person I have met 
who had the same consciousness of 
faulty transmission,’’ he said in the 
course of a Winnipeg interview, “is 
Sir Adrian Boult, of the BBC. Dur- 
ing Sir Adrian’s visit to Toronto we 
discussed this point and agreed that 
our experience was identical. Very 
frequently, he said, he would get an 
impression that some bass note was 
acquiring a ‘boom’ in transmission, 
or that some passage in the strings 
| was not being picked up by the mi- 
crophone. Consultation with the en- 
gineers would prove him right in all 


cases. My experience has been ex- 
actly the same. After years of radio 
work one acquires a sort of sixth 


sense with regard to the mechanism 
of broadcasting.” 

| Mr. Waddington’s career in Tor- 
onto has been a series of brilliant 
successes. As musical director of 
{the old CKNC station in 1926, he was 
{taken over when that station was 
jacquired by the former Canadian 
Radio Commission. He remained as 
'the Commission’s musical director 
until 1935. Since 1936 he has been 
working independently, but has con- 
ducted a number of first-flight musi- 
cal programs for the CBC. In inter- 
vals of radio work, he has been a 
member of the faculty of the Toronto 
Conservatory of Music, organizer and 
director of the Toronto Chamber of 
Music Society, frequent violin recita- 
list and first violinist in the Toronto 
Symphony Orchestra under von Ku- 
nitz. 

Although his professional career 
‘has been largely in Toronto, Mr. 
| Waddington has had a good claim to 
being called a Westerner. From his 
|birthplace in Leicester, England, he 
came with his parents to Lethbridge, 
Alberta, at the age of three. He 
grew up and received most of his 
}education, both musical and liberal, 
ifrom Lethbridge teachers. From the 
age of seven on, he says, he was “an 
|inveterate violin player.” At twelve 
{he led an orchestra in Lethbridge, 
jand by 1921, at the age of seventeen, 
/he was touring Canada as a concert 
artist. In the intervals of this acti- 
vity, he acquired three gold and four 
|silver medals, not to mention a cup, 
lat Alberta Musical Festivals. 
| Mr. Waddington is one of those 
jartists who is not completely absorb- 
|}ed by his music. In the course of his 
career he had time to become a 
;champion sprinter, a good gardener, 
land a first-rate amateur cook.

$3,600 of arrears of taxes and would 
receive $1,800 in cash, 

One reason for the refusal of this 
$1,800 is that the Bank has the secu- 


rity of these arrears of taxes and 
would not be prepared to lose this 
security. 

Inquiries, however, reveal that this 


reason is entirely fallicious and that 
the Bank in question has got just or- 
dinary common sense, The bank in 
fact, realizing that the council will 
collect no taxes this fall, feels that 
the distribution of this $1,800 among 
those who will be hard pressed for 
grub this winter and the unburden- 
ing of $3,600 of arrears of taxes will 
place the taxpayers in a very much 
better position to pay next fall. Mr. 
Ross Beatty well-known councillor 
of Div.

It is very regrettable that the next 
council meeting has been put off till 
Oct. 15. Suggestions, however, are

Roosevelt Sent 
Peace Appeal 
To Herr Hitler 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt made a dramatic se- 
cond appeal Tuesday night, for peace 
in Europe, addressing it to Chancel- 
lor Hitler alone. In his appeal to 
Hitler, Roosevelt acknowledged the 
receipt of the Fuehrer’s reply to his 
first appeal, and said he had been 
confident that Hitler would agree 
with him that an “incalculable disas- 
ter” would result from an outbreak 
of hostilities. 

“The question before the world to- 
day, Mr. Chancellor,” Roosevelt's 
message said, “is not the question of 
errors of judgment or of injustices 
committed in the past. It is the 
question of the fate of the world to- 
day and tomorrow. Tie world csks 
of us who at this moment are heads 
of nations, the supreme capacity to 
achieve the destinies of nations with- 
out forcing upon them as a price, the 
mutilation and death of millions of 
citizens. The two points I sought to 
emphasize were: firstly, that all mat- 
ters of difference between the Ger- 
man government and the Czecho- 
Slovak government could and should 
be settled by pacific methods; and 
second, that the threatened alterna- 
tive of the use of force on a scale 
likely to result in a general war is as 
unnecessary as it is unjustifiable. 
It is, therefore, supremely important 
that negotiations should continue 
without interruption until a fair and 
constructive solution is reached.” 

President Roosevelt suggested, if 
direct discussions failed to break the 
present ominous deadlock, a confer- 
ence of all the nations directly inter- 
ested might be held, “in some neutral 
spot in Europe.”

We must act before crisis ends in 
catastrophe; we must use the present 
breathing space, which may be brief, 
to penetrate below systems into their 
causes and initiate that fundamental 
change which alone will break a vici- 
ous circle. In the words of the lea- 
der of a great nation, “It is an en- 
tirely new spirit which must be ac- 
quired and enthroned.” 

“In a striking letter to the Times 
last week a number of members of 
parliament representing political par- 
emphasized the fact that in every 
y national security at home 
abroad can only gain through 
moral regeneration. The strength 
of a nation consists in the vitality of 
her principles. Policy, 
well as domestic, is for every nation 
ultimately determined by the char- 


acter of her people and the inspira- | 
tion of her leaders; by the acceptance | 


in their lives and in their policy of 


honesty, faith and love as the foun- | 


dations on which a new world may 
be built. Without these qualities the 
strongest arinaments, the most elabo- 
rate pacts, only postpone the hour of 
reckoning.” 

The real need of the day is, there- 
fore, moral and spiritual rearma- 
ment. A growing body of people in 
this and other countries are making 
it their aim. It is a work in which 
all men and women in all countries 
and of all races are called to share 
and have power to help. Were we 
together with our fellow men every- 
where to put the energy and re- 
sourcefulness into this task that we 
now find ourselves obliged to ex
